3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon further 
review of the Altenburger reference, the combination of Altenburger with the teachings 
of Minshall would render Altenburger inoperable for its intended use. 

Therefore, the prior art does not teach or suggest a bicycle rim having a plurality 
of reinforcement member fixedly coupled to the exterior surface of a spoke attachment 
portion of the rim, with the reinforcement members located entirely exteriorly of the rim, 
wherein the spokes are adjustably and releasably coupled to the reinforcement 
members.
